ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,741.10 to pay the unpaid bills for 1971, or take any other action re- 
lative thereto. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Youth Cen- 
ter Building Committee of five members to be appointed by the Selectmen, 
one of whom shall be a member of the Selectmen and one a member of the 
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Park Commission;-and to determine if the Committee will be authorized 
and empowered to construct a building to be owned by the Town and oper- 
ated. by the Selectmen or Park Commission primarily for the use of the 
youth of Monterey; and to determine if the building will be erected on a 
site to be chosen by the Committee on the Town land acquired by the 
Town in 1967 and adjacent to Greene Park; and to see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 or any other sum for 
site preparation and the construction of a roadway to said building over 
Town land; provided, however, no park of said appropriation shall be ex- 
pended until the Committee has received sufficient sums by gift for the 
construction of said building; or take any other action relative thereto.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The Selectmen are extremely pleased with the positive action taken 
by the citizens of the Town on two very important matters: 


1. Voted funds to build a new dam on Lake Garfield 


2. Voted necessary funds to establish a unique solid waste disposal 
project 


Without going into specific details on these major projects, we would 
be remiss if we did not acknowledge the supreme efforts of our Conserva- 
tion Committee and George Wislocki of the Berkshire Natural Resources 
Council and all the various state agencies that are making this great im- 
provement possible. Secondly, we are indebted to Raymond W. Tryon for 
his assistance in developing such a unique approach to solid waste disposal. 


As for payment of the notes which covered the Town’s share of con- 
structing a new dam and the expenses of land taking associated with this 
matter; The Selectmen feel it most prudent to pay off these notes at our 
regular town meeting this year. The cost break-down is as follows:

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board has had a busy year, with five special meetings 
in addition to its regular monthly meeting. We have had a delegate at 
each of the monthly Regional Planning Commission meetings in Pittsfield 
also. Its members have attended various seminars and conferences dealing 
with conservation and other problems which are confronting the towns of 
Massachusetts. 


We have been particularly interested in and attended the two public 
hearings dealing with the Regional Planning Commission’s recommenda- 
tion that a regional landfill site be located in Monterey and have had a 
meeting regarding this plan with Mr. Karl Hekler of the Regional Plan- 
ning Commission and a representative of the engineering firm of Curran 
Associates which has picked the site in Monterey. 


Another topic to which we have devoted our attention has been the 
relocation of Route 23, and we have attended all meetings of which we 
were notified dealing with this subject. 


A joint meeting was held with the Board of Selectmen and the Board 
of Appeals to discuss problems of mutual concern. 


We have looked into several requests by persons who wish their pri- 
vate roads to be taken over by the town. In each of these cases we have 
found that the roads were sub-standard and would need to be brought up to 
specifications before they could be accepted. 


Many requests have been received by our Board in the past few 
months asking for information regarding the town’s regulations on sub- 
divisions, cluster zoning, condominiums and trailer and camping sites, This 
demonstrates the interest which is being shown in the town by many pros- 
pective builders and Monterey could show much growth in the near future. 
To insure that this growth is well-planned is indeed the purpose of the 
Subdivision Control Law and the function of the Planning Board.

At the Annual Town Meeting the Town voted to raise and appropriate 
$1,103.80 to pay the unpaid bills for 1970, $1,334.46 to pay an overdraft 
for 1970 bills, $10,500.00 for the revaluation of the real estate of the town 
of Monterey, $300.00 to provide heat in the new Selectmen’s office in the 
Center School and $150.00 for the purchase of a typewriter for the Town 
Clerk’s office. The Town voted to authorize the Assessors to enter into a 
contract for an expert appraisal of the taxable property within the Town 
and the continuance of the Monterey Town Hall and Community Center 
Building Committee was defeated by a two thirds vote. 


At the special Town Meeting in October the Town defeated to amend 
the existing agreement of the Southern Berkshire Regional School Dis- 
trict, to transfer from machinery earning $3,000.00 for the purchase of a 
sander, to accept as a gift a 1970 Ford Sedan from the Police Association, 
to sell the existing cruiser, to transfer from free cash $1,100.00. to pay for 
up-dating the Assessors maps, an emergency appropriation of $35,000.00 
to meet the towns share of the cost of construction and reconstruction of 
the Monterey Dam at Lake Garfield by the Division of Waterways and to 
authorize the Conservation Commission to purchase and the Selectmen, 
upon the written request of the Conservation Commission, to take in fee 
by eminent domain, in the name of the town, five parcels of land in Mon- 
terey. 


At the special Town Meeting in December the Town voted to recind 
the action of the Town taken under article 9 of the Warrant at the special 
Town Meeting on October 29, 1971. A motion was made—seconded and 
carried unanimously to accept article 2 as written.

In 1972 we would like to officially start a recycling program for bot- 
tles, newspapers, and reusable items; thus aiming this program primarily 
to prolong the life of our Sanitary Landfill Site. 


We feel confident that we can continue the whole operation for the 
same appropriation of $6,000.00 as we did in 1970. 


The weed and algae pollution at Lake Garfield and Lake Buel is a 
very complex and implicate problem. We will work together with our Con- 
servation Commission and apply for State funds to help us pay for the 
costs. 


We again thank all citizens of Monterey for their co-operation.

In order to keep the cost of printing down I am not listing statistics 
in this report as I have done in past years. However, a complete day-to- 
day activity report for year 1971 will be posted at my office from January 
1 to March 31, 1972 and will be available for viewing to any interested 
resident who wishes to examine the same. On the first Monday of each 
month I have met with the Selectmen and have supplied them with a com- 
plete report, and an explanation, of police activities and monies spent. 


The Police Cruiser, purchased with funds raised at the Picnic and 
through private contributions, has been in operation since August (1971) 
and has proven to be sound and serviceable. I would like to take this op- 
portunity to again thank all concerned for their part in making the pur- 
chase possible. 


Because of the increasingly dangerous problem of drug abuse that 
now exists in our cities and towns, I recently attended two accredited 
courses of study in Narcotics and Dangerous Drug Law Enforcement. 
These two instructive and informative courses of study were offered 
through the offices of the Attorney General and the Department of Public 
Safety — Division of State Police. I am pleased to report that I completed 
and graduated from both courses with honors and was elected President 
of both classes. This training will enable me to effectively assist these 
with drug problems, and to keep the problem of drugs from becoming a 
major one in Monterey ... as it now is in most recreation areas. 


As a result of the Town’s adoption last year to maintain full time po- 
lice protection, a greater amount of time was spent on patroling and in- 
vestigations. Consequently, there were fewer break-ins and more arrests 
were made. 


With the Town’s expenses this year of building a dam and contem- 
plating erecting a new Town Hall, I feel that appropriations for police 
protection, even though being kept at a minimum, could remain the same 
for the coming year. 


I wish to thank the many residents of Monterey who so graciously 
sent me letters of praise and appreciation for the services I was able to 
render them. I also wish to thank the many fine people who came for- 
ward, in the interest of justice, with information and helped to make my 
job easier.

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


In 1971 the Commission dedicated all of its efforts to resolving the 
Lake Garfield dam problems. As the previous application for Self Help 
had been rejected by the State of Massachusetts, we reviewed all the 
problems and the reasons for the rejection. Priorities and goals were im- 
mediately determined. The Berkshire County Engineering Dept. com- 
pleted the land survey by August 1. We take this opportunity to thank 
the County Engineer William A. Heaphy for the thorough survey his men 
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did. New land appraisals were done by Mr, John F. Connors of Pittsfield 
and Mr. James R. Dohoney of Great Barrington. The open space inventory 
was completed by the Commission with the help and guidance of Mr. 

George Wislocki of the Berkshire Natural Resources Council. By early 
October, the Dept. of Natural Resources informed us that Monterey’s re- 
quest for Self Help had been approved. The Public Access Board affirmed 
its intention to purchase the Pratt parcel 2A for parking space for the 
boat launching site. At the special Town Meeting of October 2, 1971, the 
voters unanimously approved the taking of all these parcels of land by 
eminent domain. An error in the documentation of the October meeting 
was discovered and a second special Town Meeting was called on Decem- 
ber 7 to correct this. 


The Massachusetts Department of Public Works is scheduled to open 
the bids for the Lake Garfield Dam and the drilling of the replacement 
well by December 21, and it is believed that the contract will be awarded 
by January 1, 1972. This Commission has submitted a tentative budget of 
one thousand three hundred and fifty dollars ($1,350.00) for administra- 
tion, grading, fencing, as required, etc. 


In accordance with Massachusetts General Court amendments, the lo- 
cal Conservation Commissions will have responsibility for the Hatch Act 
as of February 7, 1972. 

This Commission recommends that repairs be made on the dam in the 
Konkapot River in the village. The cement is heavily damaged and the 
dam leaks at each end. We also recommend that the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Natural Resources institute a study for controlling the water 
level at Lake Buel.

After this writing, as of December 22, 1971, the contract for the Gar- 
field Dam was awarded to Petricca Construction Co. of Pittsfield for the 
sum of three hundred and nineteen thousand dollars ($319,000) with a 
seven month completion date. 
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REPORT OF HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


After a long winter of snow and ice, we began our usual spring clean- 
up work by sweeping sand off the streets and intersections. Our attention 
was then turned to the repair and reconstruction of Hupi Road where the 
Bond Issue money was allocated. Many large streets were cut and a siza- 
ble stone wall was removed. Mr. Paul Winters kindly donated the fill and 
in so doing enabled us to stretch our money further than expected. 


The section of Route 57 from the entrance of Camp Half Moon to 
Route 28 was resurfaced with Hot-mix, also a portion on Route 23 extend- 
ing from the intersection of Sandisfield Road for approximately 1000 
yards. Parts of The New Marlborough, Fairview, and Brett Roads were 
sealed as well as Blue-Hill and Art School Roads. 


The usual hand and machine mowing was done on the roadsides. We 
constructed about 300 feet of sub-drainage on the Sandisfield Road and 
also a drainage pipe put in on the road leading to the Town Park by the 
bridge. 


The general amount of Chapter 81 was carried out including grading 
and graveling, brush cutting and also some trees trimmed that were over- 
hanging the road-ways. There seemed to be a great deal of patching to do 
on the roads and shoulders and ditches to be cleaned. 


The money allocated under Chapter 90 Construction was used for the 
pipe-arch that replaced the old bridge in the village and for the new stone 
wall on the road-way in front of the Makuc residence. 


The purchase of a new sander that we were very much in need of is 
greatly appreciated. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the Selectmen and the 
men I work with for their cooperation I received during the year.

REPORT OF MONTEREY LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


This year we were able to enjoy the services of the new Western 
Massachusetts Regional Library bookmobile. It is wonderfully equipped. 
May we remind the townspeople that virtually any book in the U.S.A. is 
available free through this system. Requests should be made through the 
Monterey Library. The library took advantage of another service of this 
system when we showed two short films to the younger children in town. 
The response to this showing was gratifying and we hope to get more 
films next year. 


During 1971, 110 new books were added to our collection. 43 were ju- 
venile books and 67 adult. Circulation of our collection was 3,210. Book- 
mobile loans totaled 7,636, bringing total circulation to 10,846, an increase 
of more than 12% over 1970. (This figure does not include books taken out 
by children at Center School where we keep a revolving collection.) 


Memorial contributions in the name of the late John Weiss enabled 
us to purchase several reference books on music, history and antiques. We 
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were given an autographed photo of Sigrid Unset who summered at 
Brookbend during World War II by the Ensign brothers.

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REPORT ON THE LAKE GARFIELD DAM 


The original dam for enlarging Lake Garfield was constructed some- 
time in the mid to late 1800’s. Subsequently, additions, improvements and 
maintenance work on the structure created the existing multilayered dam 
consisting of a variety of conditions throughout its cross section. 


The history of the dam is a history of leakage. Many attempts were 
made during the years to cure this malady with some improvements and 
some failures. 


During recent years, the level of the lake fell below the spillway for 
most of the summertime chiefly because of (1) the exceptionally dry 
weather and (2) the excessive leakage through or under the old dam. 


In the spring of 1969 during a heavy runoff, new boils were noticed 
downstream from the dam. The County Engineer was notified of the dan- 
gerous condition and immediately ordered the gate opened to try to re- 
lieve the head on the structure. The Army Engineers were later called in 
and eventually, by massive pumping operations, drew the level of the lake 
down to a point where the excessive leakage appeared to taper off. They 
also made some minor emergency repairs to the spillway. 


It should be noted that during this emergency period, the town’s pub- 
lic safety organizations, Civil Defense, Police and Fire Departments were 
constantly on watch at the dam and were prepared to evacuate residents 
downstream if this became necessary. 


As a result of this leak in the old structure, the County Engineer or- 
dered the level of Lake Garfield to be maintained at approximately three 
feet below the spillway. This then became the responsibility of the Select- 
men and one which they certainly took very seriously. 


In May of 1969, through the efforts of Representative Sidney Q. Cur- 
tiss, the Legislature provided funds for an engineering study and author- 
ized the Division of Waterways of the Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Works to construct a new dam or reconstruct the existing dam at the 
lake. The Department hired Robert G. Brown and Associates, Inc. of Lee, 
Massachusetts to prepare a study to determine the location of a propsed 
new dam. 


Prior to the emergency in 1969, the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works had prepared a design for a relocation of the Tyringham 
Road at a location approximately 100 feet downstream from the present 
roadway over the old dam. The Brown report considered this new roadway 
as one of the future dam sites and also considerd reconstruction of the ex- 
isting dam in its present location. The study also examined sites located 
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800’ and 1100’ downstream from the existing dam. After intensive geologi- 
cal study was completed, the report recommended the site that is approxi- 
mately 1100 feet downstream from the old dam and 200 feet easterly of 


Beartown Mountain Road. 


This site had three factors in its favor: (1) the most economical; (2) 
physically best suited for foundation and location requirements; and (3) 
it had the bonus quality of adding a ten acre pond to the present area of 
Lake Garfield. 


The report was submitted to the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works on January 20, 1970, and after review, the recommendation con- 
tained therein were accepted. 


In 1970, the legislature included in the budget of the Division of 
Waterways $350,000 for construction of the new dam. Previous legislation 
in 1969 had stipulated that the Town of Monterey be directed to contribute 
10% of the cost of construction of the new dam. In addition, the town 
was responsible for land damages and takings for the new structure. 


In the fall of 1971, the town at special town meetings appropriated 
$35,000 for its share of the construction costs and $27,000 for land takings. 
These appropriations were to be financed in various manners. It should be 
noted however that due to action of the Conservation Commission in pre- 
paring an “Open Space” report with the assistance of George Wislocki of 
the Berkshire Natural Resources Council, the town became eligible for 
50% of the cost of the land takings from the Massachusetts Department 
of Natural Resources. Thus the total cost of land damages will be only 
$13,500. This may be further reduced by $6,750 if the area around the new 
10 acre pond is developed according to guidelines of the Federal Govern- 
ment and becomes eligible for a grant from the United States. 


A contract for consulting services for surveys, design plans, specifica- 
tions and cost estimates for construction of the dam and all appurtenant 
structures was awarded to Robert G. Brown and Associates, Inc. on Janu- 
ary 8, 1971, by the Massachusetts Department of Public Works, These 
plans, specifications and estimates were completed in November 1971 and 
the contract was advertised for bids on November 30, 1971. Bids were 
opened on December 21, 1971 with a low bid of $319,000. Construction 
should be completed in the fall of 1972. However, the special provisions 
of the construction contract call for the lake to be restored to its normal 
level by June 1, 1972. Therefore, the recreation facilities that have been 
so sorely missed, particularly by our summer residents for the past three 
years, will be available this summer. 
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It took many meetings, much prodding, and plain old hard work on 
the part of many individuals to bring this project along.

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REPORT OF FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Finance Committee had regular quarterly meetings and other 
meetings to discuss town financial policies. The Committee met with the 
Selectmen, Town Treasurer and State Auditor, in addition to a represen- 
tative of each department requesting a budget appropriation. The Commit- 
tee was gratified by prompt and thoughtful response to its new Budget 
Request forms. 


The Reserve Fund was used in its entirety, and exact accounting of 
which appears under “Accounts—Reserve Fund”. A Reserve Fund of equal 
amount was judged to be necessary for the coming year. 


In the discussions of budget problems the various departments tried 
to maintain the level of last year’s budget, or even to decrease it. In sev- 
eral cases, the Committee was able to clarify the actual operating costs of 
yearly budgets as distinct from capital expenditures, advising that in the 
future such extra expenses be specified in separate Warrrant articles. 


The Finance Committee has received estimates of future capital needs 
from the Fire Department, the Library and Cemetery Committee. It is 
hoped that with sufficient planning, wise use of the Stabilization Fund and 
other sources of money, and cooperation between the departments, such 
expenditures can be accomplished in an orderly fashion that avoids creat- 
ing sudden burdens on the tax payers.

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GLOSSARY OF FINANCIAL TERMS 


. SURPLUS REVENUE — 

This fund represents the amount by which the Cash, Accounts Re- 
ceivable and other floating assets exceed the liabilities and re- 
serves. 


. AVAILABLE FUNDS — 

(Often referred to as Free Cash). A fund certified annually by 
the Bureau of Accounts by deducting from Surplus Revenue un- 
collected taxes for prior years. 


. RESERVE FUND — 

This fund is established by the voters at an annual town meeting 
only and may be composed of (1) an appropriation not exceeding 
5% of the tax levy of the preceding year; (2) money transferred 
from Overlay Reserve; or (3) both, Transfers from the Reserve 
Fund are within the exclusive control of the Finance Committee 
and are for “extraordinary or unforeseen expenditures.” 


. OVERLAY — 

The Overlay is the amount raised by the Assessors in excess of 
appropriations and other charges for the purpose of creating a 
fund to cover abatements granted and avoiding fractions. 


. OVERLAY RESERVE — 

This is the accumulated amount of the Overlay for various years 
not used or required to be held in the specific Overlay account for 
& given year, and may be used by vote of the town for extraordi- 
nary or unforeseen purposes or voted into the Reserve Fund. 


- HIGHWAY MACHINERY ACCOUNT — 

(An Income Account) The Town charges for municipally-owned 
equipment used on State (Ch. 81 & 90) reimbursed work. This 
charge is based upon acceptable rates set by the Mass. D.P.W. 
and covers equipment such as trucks, backhoes and rollers, The 
income is then deposited into this account. These funds are later 
transferred to the Highway Machinery Operating Account. 


. HIGHWAY MACHINERY OPERATING ACCOUNT — 
This is an expense account and is used only for expenditures. 


. STABILIZATION FUND — 

A special account created to provide a reserve for capital expen- 
ditures. The State will match sums, taken from this fund, for 
school construction up to a maximum of $100,000. This will re- 
duce bonding costs.

THE PROTECTIVE BY-LAWS COMMITTEE 


The By-Laws Committee met every other Thursday this summer and 
came up with the following: 
Recommended Changes 
Changes or Amendments to Protective By-Law 


1. Table of minimums: Lake Shore 
Minimum Yard Dimension in Feet (b) 
change Front 15’ to 40’ 


2. Section IV B 1. A. (d) 
Change by striking out “Display of a sign pertaining to a permitted 
use;” and adding: “‘Only one sign can be displayed at the location of 
each business. 

3. VI (a) Add (4) 
(4) No multiple dwellings shall be allowed unless authorized by 
special permit of the Board of Appeals. 


4. VI General Regulations add (d) Junk cars 
(d) Upon the written petition of 5 residents to the Selectmen a hear- 
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ing shall be called to determine whether or not the said vehicle(s) 
shall be removed from the premises within 30 days. 


VII (b) (1) Permits Add sentence 
The Selectmen shall be notified 14 days before occupancy. 


VII (b) (1) 
Insert after “this By-Law” the following phrase: “the Subdivision 
Control Law” 


Section VII 3 (c) 

There is hereby established two alternates to the Board of Ap- 
peals to be appointed by the Board of Selectmen for terms of one 
year and two years so that one alternate shall be elected for a term 
of 2 years at each annual town meeting, The alternates shall attend 
all meetings and assume the voting power in the absence of a regular 
member. 


Add new Section X 


BORROW PIT RESTRICTIONS 
The location, material removal operation and final shaping and 
finishing of borrow pits regardless of location must conform with all 


State regulations and for the purposes of preventing water pollution 
and insuring public safety shall be subject to the approval of the 
Selectmen prior to use, during the material removal operation and 
upon completion. Borrow pits shall be so graded and finished after 
material removal is completed that there can be no ponding of water 
nor water pollution caused by later erosion of the pit. No portion of 
any borrow pit shall be within 100 feet of any abutting property line. 


All must be neatly trimmed and treated by grading, loaming and 
seeding or mulching to avoid future erosion or danger to adjacent 
property or real estate. 


It shall be the decision of the Selectmen to determine when the 
normal operations in the pit are completed and the restoration 
process to be implemented within one year. It is the intent of this 
regulation that no borrow pit shall be left in an unsightly or 
hazardous condition.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Lake Garfield Dam was completed about October 20, 1972 and 
everything looks beautiful. In the course of this year much thought, 
time and consideration was given to the location of the beach. The 
design engineer and two members of the Park and Recreation Committee 
favored placing the beach at the Southeastern shore of the new body of 
water. The beach location was fully reviewed by all the assembled town 
officials at Glenmere Camp on August 8, 1972, and the Northwest location 
was accepted. The thinking then was that the access to the beach would 
be from the Tyringham Road over a footpath wide enough for an emer- 
gency vehicle and this received unanimous acceptance. However, upon 
closer study, the Conservation Commission felt that this approach is too 
long and difficult; the shortest and most direct route is from the Bear- 
town road, with a footpath at the West corner of the dam to the beach. 
A budgetary figure of $3,000.000 is submitted for this work. 


The dam on the Konkapot in the village is in dire need of repairs 
and $3,000.00 is needed to make the essential maintenance in order to 
assure adequate fire protection for the center of Monterey. 


The 1972 Massachusetts General Court enacted Chapter 784 which 
amends the Wetlands Protection Act Chapter 131, Section 40 of the 
General Laws and repeals Section 27A of Chapter 130, and did become 
effective on October 16, 1972, placing the jurisdiction and administration 
under the Conservation Commission. Three cases have been received by 
the Monterey Conservation Commission. A budgetary figure of $300.00 
is submitted for eventual use for engineering and consulting services.

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REPORT OF HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


April 18, 1972 marked the last day of expenditures on the Snow 
and Sand Account. I emphasis this date to indicate the longevity and cost 
of the ice and snow laden winter. Aside from the usual sweeping and 
patching of roads that is accompanied by Spring thaws, several new 
projects were undertaken. 


New wing walls were constructed in the center of Town on both sides 
of the river replacing the old stone walls. Included in this project was 
the resurfacing of the road on both sides of the recently constructed 
pipe-arch structure. A portion of the Tyringham Road was blacktopped 
starting from Pearson’s corner and extending about twenty one hundred 
feet toward the Town line. Included in the blacktopping was the applica- 
tion of a leveling course on Route 23 from Parker flat to the entrance 
of the Bidwell Road, The River Road as well as portions of the Sandis- 
field, New Marlboro and Blue Hill Roads were resurfaced requiring the 
usual ditching and sweeping procedures before resurfacing. 


The cutting of some trees, along with the extensive removal of 
enbankments was completed at several crucial places along the Otis end 
of Rt. 28 enabling a ditch and drainage project to be completed along 
Rt. 23 beginning at Schweitzer’s and terminating at Keyes corner on the 
Otis side. Culverts in front of Roadside Store, on Cronk and Hupi roads 
were also installed. 


Approximately 500 yards of gravel were used in restoring the con- 
dition of the dirt roads. I realize this is a small amount in relation to 
the miles of dirt roads in town, however we do not have the funds to do 
more. 


The Highway Department has numerous other tasks that are time 
and cost consuming such as drop-inlets, sub-drains, erecting snow fences 
and taking them down, maintaining machinery; and we have worked on 
the addition to the town shed including the installation of toilet facilities. 


I thank the Board of Selectmen and the employees of the Highway 
Department for their cooperation during the year.

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REPORT ON THE LAKE GARFIELD DAM 


After much hard work by many agencies, committees and individuals, 
Monterey is now the proud owner of a new dam, a new pond, and a new 
roadway at Lake Garfield. 


For those of you who have not had the opportunity to do so, I would 
suggest that you drive to the dam location at Beartown Road and walk 
to the top of the earth structure to see for yourself what a magnificent 
sight it presents. 


This project was not accomplished easily. In fact it appeared as if 
a new roadblock was presented at every phase of this operation. It was 
only through the whole-hearted cooperation of everyone involved that the 
project reached completion. It is an excellent example of the benefits 
that citizens may accrue as a result of all pulling together to gain a goal 
that is in the best interests of the whole community. 


As described in last year’s town report, bids were opened for the 
construction of the new dam on December 21, 1971. The actual work by 
the contractor commenced on April 4, 1972, and the contractor suspended 
operations with the work substantially completed on November 22, 1972. 
There will be some minor work done in the spring of 1978 such as grading 
and seeding the loamed areas and repairing any minor washouts that 
may occur due to weathering. 


It may be of interest to you to know that during construction ap- 
proximately 55,000 cubic yards of material were incorporated into the 
project and approximately 40,000 cubic yards of various materials were 
excavated from the area. This represents about 8,000 truck loads of 
material. Also, that 580 feet of pipe 7 feet in diameter were used as 
equilizers between the new and old lakes. As you know, as part of the 
whole project the Tyringham Road was relocated westerly to eliminate a 
hazardous curve. There were 17 acres of land cleared including all the 
stumps from the new pond area so that the bottom is free from hazards 
and potential decaying matter. In addition, a new well was drilled and 
placed in operation to replace one that was in the construction area and 
supplied several families with water, The new well brought in a quantity 
of good water that far surpassed the amount that was available from 
the old discontinued well. 


All in all, the construction was carried out with a minimum of dis- 
turbance to normal town activities and in spite of severe adverse weather 
conditions caused by a year of record breaking precipitation. Those in- 
volved in this project are to be congratulated for the careful and prompt 
manner in which it was carried out. 
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One of the unusual conditions encountered during th econstruction 
process was the fact that in August of 1972 a petition with approxi- 
mately 100 signatures of primarily summer residents at the lake was 
presented to various authorities charged with the responsibility of the 
construction requesting that the design elevation of the new lake level 
be raised six inches above the old normal lake level. After much dis- 
cussion with many individuals and groups the Selectmen agreed to a 
four inch increase in the normal level of the lake. This was approved, 
and on September 6, 1972 instructions were relayed to the designer and 
contractor to proceed to construct the facility to the new elevation. This 
change has added an additional impoundment capacity of over 30 million 
gallons which can only improve the beneficial effects for the recreational 
use of this lake. 


Those of us who live in Monterey now and those for many genera- 
tions to come will benefit from this improved lake. Lake Garfield is one 
of the town’s greatest assets and we should be grateful to all who had a 
part in the implementation of the new dam. 


Because there were so many different groups and individuals involved 
in the work of acquiring the new dam from the early stages to its 
completion, I would humbly suggest that an appropriate dedication be 
held at the dam site in July 1978 with an ecumenical service in the 
morning and a picnic in the afternoon and that a plaque be erected at 
that time inscribed “To all the citizens of Monterey who through their 
resources of time and talent preserved Lake Garfield for the enjoyment 
of this generation and future generations to come.” 


I also suggest that the new pond be named “Lake Monterey” in 
honor of the town of which we are all so proud.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE NEEDS COMMITTEE 


To the Selectmen: 


The Police Needs Committee met and extensively investigated 
A) The needs for police protection in Monterey 


B) Possible ways in which these needs might be fulfilled. 


The Conclusions drawn are as follows: 
1) It was unanimously agreed that FULL TIME PROTECTION 


should be available to the citizens of Monterey. 
By full time protection we mean that

Should a citizen need the police, for any reason, at any hour, 
he can dial the police number, get an answer to the phone, 
and a police officer promptly to the scene where one is needed. 
In the rare instance that the Monterey police phone may not 
be answered, a citizen may expect help by dialing the Lee 
barracks of the State Police. 


Police will be available to patrol for protection of property 
and traffic violations, for traffic and daily bus duty, for neces- 
sary court appearances, issuing permits and ID cards, etc., 
filing reports for insurance, accidents, etc., and for other spe- 
cial needs. 


The Committee found it impractical to compare our police pro- 
tection with that in surrounding towns because Monterey is 
unique. Our needs are different, 


In order to satisfy the need for full time protection there appear 
to be two alternatives: 


2) A salaried Police Chief assisted by hourly paid officers. 


b) 


The chief would be expected to work an average of 40 hours 
a week for 50 weeks. He would be entitled to 2 weeks paid 
vacation, sick leave, and other benefits given to full-time Town 
employees. He would need hourly paid officers to assist him 
1) when he is not available and 2) where more than one officer 
is needed; e.g. patrolling. 


An Hourly-paid Police Chief assisted by hourly-paid officers. 
An hourly-paid Chief assisted by hourly-paid officers would be 
expected to work whenever necessary in order to fulfill needs 
in all areas. Either the Chief or another officer would be ‘‘on 
call” except under very unusual circumstances. 


Hither alternative requires some outside assistance, for in a town 
the size of Monterey it is inconceivable to assure absolute cover- 
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age 24 hrs. a day, 365 days a year, Outside assistance is available 
from both the State Police and a Mutual-Aid System from sur- 
rounding’ towns. 


The cost of alternative “a’’ (Salaried Chief assisted by hourly 
paid officers) would be in the neighborhood of $20,000 for an 
18 month period. (Based on Chief’s salary of $9,000/year and 

need for relief or extra officers in 1971 when we had this sys- 
tem.) The cost of alternative “b” (Hourly paid Chief and officers 
would be $9,522 for an 18 month period. (Based on Selectmen’s 
Budget Request.) 


Both costs include money to have a police officer on duty in the 
village every schoolday morning. 


The Committee hopes that it has achieved its objective and that the 
townspeople will have background information from this report when 
they decide on Police Protection for Monterey at the 1973 Annual Town 
Meeting.

REPORT OF 
SCHOOL FACILITY NEEDS COMMITTEE 


The Citizens Facilities Needs Committee of the Southern Berkshire 
Regional School District was a group that was formed at the request 
of the Superintendent of Schools to the School Committee. Individual 
members were chosen by the Boards of Selectmen of the five District 
towns. The persons nominated by the Monterey Selectmen were: Peter 
Brown, Douglas Lyman, Anne Marie Makuc, Beatrice Phillips, John 
Pizzichemi and Matt Williams. Doug Lyman and Anne Marie Makuc 
were forced to resign because of personal reasons. 


The purpose of the committee was to study present and future 
space and facilities used and needs in the school district. The first meet- 
ing was held May 9, 1972 and bi-weekly meetings have been held since 
that time. Meetings were held in each town of the District and citizens, 
as well as others, were invited to express any opinions they wished in 
regard to our purpose. Included in the survey of needs were reports, 
both oral and written, from school administrators, teachers, students, 
interested citizens and outside individuals and sources. The result of these 
meetings has been a long list of more than 150 expressed and detailed 
“needs”. This list was next arranged by priority; i.e.—urgency. This was 
again accomplished with the assistance of others. Administrators, teachers 
and others who wished, were given the “raw” list of needs and asked 
to arrange the particular needs by priority as each individual recognized 
them. The Committee then correlated these reports and have, from them, 
provided the school committee with several alternate recommendations in 
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report form. The next step will be to discuss the report with the School 
Committee. Any activity that will then ensue must yet be determined. 


The report of the committee recommends the establishment of a four 
part program which, if adopted, anticipates the facility needs of the 
District for the next two decades. There are various options included 
in each of the four parts of the recommended program. No matter 
what course is followed, there is little doubt in the minds of any member 
of the Needs Committee that we, the taxpayers of the district, will be 
shouldering an additional burden. As a committee we have tried to 
recommend a plan that will satisfy the real educational needs of our 
children in the most economical method possible, In order to achieve 
this, it may even be necessary to amend the District Charter. 


There are two very basic reasons for the need for some additional 
program. One is that the number of students is growing and educational 
goals and methods are changing. This reason is not confined to the 
Southern Berkshire Regional School District. The second reason, al- 
though not restricted to our district, is that ever since the District was 
formed 18 years ago, we have been skimping and saving in every area 
possible. The area most effected by this policy has been maintenance. 
There have been instances where this policy was “penny wise and pound 
foolish”, this is not an attempt to be critical. The Needs Committee 
decided early on that we were to investigate ‘‘what needs to be done” 
rather then “who is to blame for its not having been done”. A major 
part of the report, therefore, recommends maintenance work and _the 
establishment of additional maintenance procedures. I hope that the 
full report of the activities of this committee and the result of discussions 
with the school committee will result in the activity of the citizens of 
Monterey and other towns in our school district to maintain the standard 
of education which we have always sought to achieve,

THE 125th ANNIVERSARY OF MONTEREY 
1847 - 1972 


The following description of the weekend celebration was written for 
the 125th Anniversary KONKAPOTERS booklet. Dedicated to the chil- 
dren of Monterey the publication includes history, maps, poems, pictures, 
and a list of property owners. 


The number of citizens who organized and participated in each event 
would require several pages and to attempt to describe my appreciation 
for the many hours of work of so many people would be an avalanche of 
approbatory adjectives. 


The Town of Monterey was decorated beautifully with red, white, and 
blue displayed from each house and telephone pole. Soaked from days 
of rain the Greene Park grounds were soggy and even the 75 foot tent 
on the hard-top could not stop the water from leaking into the covered 
area. The round and square dancers chose the Grange Hall on Friday 
night to begin the festivities and enjoy Pop Smith’s music, some of whom 
had danced at the 100th Anniversary to the same band. 


Saturday was threatened with more rain, but as the Church bells 
were rung to begin the morning parade the heavens opened up to let the 
sunshine through, The 40 minute parade, in three divisions provided over 
1000 people with exceptionally fine music from the Southern Berkshire 
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Regional School District Senior High School Band and the Elementary 
School Band, many floats, the best of which was the Monterey 125th Anni- 
versary float, followed by the judges selection of the Great Barrington 
Grange Old Oaken Bucket, the Monterey 4H Schoolhouse, and the Tyring- 
ham Rough Riders in Indian garb with an Indian tent. 


The Monterey Park Commission traditional fair day, although wet 
and soggy, proceded with wares displayed in booths, crafts, and food. 
Relay races and mini-bike obstacle races were enjoyed by the young 
people, as the young adults and older people reminisced with selectmen 
and firemen and visitors from neighboring towns. The Boy Scouts auction 
was entertaining as well as profitable. 


The Historical Society Antique display, the book sale on the library 
lawn, the amateur Art and Hobby shows in the Grange, were appreciated 
and well attended throughout the day. Special 125th Anniversary Pottery 
and Monterey Maps, as well as Konkapoter Badges were on sale at the 
Stores and at Greene Park. 


Over 200 townspeople partook of the Grange Saturday night dinner, 
some of whom left the crowded basement to eat under the huge tent, 
despite the weather. 


The Saturday night dance was organized by the Monterey Youth 
Group and attracted close to 500 young people from as far away as 
Pittsfield and Springfield. The platform for the band covered the biggest 
pool of water and dancers ignored the other wet spots on the hard-top. 


The Youth Grcup cleaned up the debris after the dance because a 
few hours later in the morning an Ecumenical Service was planned for 
Sunday morning. Again cold and wet, the Service was moved inside the 
Grange only to discover that over 100 people attended, many of them 
standing while worshipping and singing accompanied by excellent guitar 
playing, and listening and recollecting the history of Church in Monterey. 


Following the early morning Ecumenical Service the Congregation 
moved out under the tent to join more townspeople for a Girl Scout spon- 
sored pancake breakfast. The Girl Scouts were costumed in bonnets and 
long dresses while setting up places and serving coffee. 


The rain increased in intensity cancelling a civil war gun and cannon 
demonstration and postponing the Lake Garfield Association Regatta. 
However, about 10 families moved the family picnic in under the tent, 
while the Horse Show slopped through 7 events in a pouring rain. The 
few families and hearty horse lovers were treated to a visit by a touring 
Republican Senator who braved the mud and water to present ribbons 
to the winners. 
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The Monterey 125th Anniversary Celebration continued in the down- 
pour with a complete nine inning softball game that slipped and slid into 
the early evening and ended just in time as the Sweet Adeline Singing 
Group appeared in their beautiful candy stripped costumes to begin the 
Community Sing. 


Over 100 townspeople sat under the tent in a songfest to close the 
week-end of celebration. The golf tournament prizes were awarded and 
the bean jar guessing contest winners were announced. Songs were ac- 
companied by an organ backed into the tent on a pick-up truck. 


Like the fellow said, “Come hell or high water you Monterey people 
get done what you want to get done, or don’t do what you don’t want to 
do, right?”

One member of The Planning Board for four years. 

One member of The Planning Board for one year. 

Tax Collector for three years. 

Town Auditor for one year. 

Town Treasurer for one year. 


“To see if the Town will vote to amend the Southern Berkshire 
Regional Schoo] Agreement to provide for certain Capital Costs to be 
assessed upon the Member Towns on the basis of school enrollment rather 
than equalized valuation as provided in the present Agreement, by 
striking out Paragraph 4.b) and substituting therefor the following 
paragraph:- 
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4.b) Each Member Town’s share of the total Capital Costs except 
payment of principal and interest on bonded indebtedness and other 
costs of same outstanding at the time of the vote of the adoption of this

May 25: Petition of Allan and Sharon Steinberg for a permit 
to operate a craft shop in their home, located on the northerly 
side of Art School Road. This permit was granted. 


May 25: Petition of Erick K. and Marion P. Hein for a special 
permit to reconstruct an existing dwelling, located on Lake 
Garfield, on its original foundation on a non-conforming lot. A 
special permit was granted under the condition that the building 
conform with the dimensions in the Table of Minimums as set 
forth in the Monterey Protective By-Law. 


Aug. 17: Petition of Horace Henry Atkinson for a variance from 
the 25 ft. side yard requirements, as set forth in the Table of 
Minimums of the Monterey Protective By-Law, in order to con- 
struct an addition to an existing house on Mt, Hunger Road. This 
hearing was never called to order as the petitioner didn’t attend 
to plead his case. 


Sept. 28: Petition of Thaddeus H. Falcon for a permit to operate 
a craft shop in his home, located on the easterly side of Bear- 
town Mountain Road. This permit was granted. 


Sept. 28: Petition of John S, R. and Patricia Pratt Shad for a 
variance from the 15 ft. front yard requirement, as set forth 
in the Table of Minimums of the Monterey Protective By-Law, 
in order to construct a boathouse adjacent to their dock on the 
southern shore of Lake Garfield. This variance was denied 
because the granting of it would have been a substantial detri- 
ment to the public good and would have nullified the intent and 
purpose of the by-law.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board meets the second Thursday of each month. We 
have revised the Zoning By-Law with a Public Hearing and a Special 
Town Meeting. 


We have signed several plans for subdivisions not requiring approval. 
These are subdivisions with road frontage on an approved or accepted 
road or a Town road and the acreage as required under Zoning By-Law. 
This type approval must be given within fifteen days of submission of 
an application. We have approved three subdivisions of land and one 
other is being checked by the Board of Health for sanitary sewage dis- 
posal. Each of these has had review by Public Hearing and the Board of 
Health, with State Inspectors signifying acceptance. 


We are now in process of getting some land use facts and soils 
studies, including water sources, steep slopes, quality of soil for sewage 
disposal, swamps, etc. These facts will be shown on maps and will 
allow intelligent planning for the future of Monterey. 


We lost two members of our Board who moved out of town and 
were unable to continue serving. These two were replaced by the ap- 
pointment by the joint Board of Selectmen and Planning Board com- 
mittee of Barbara Tryon and Jed Lipsky.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


The citizens of Monterey should note the Board has observed an 
increased interest in proper installation and repair of individual septic 
systems. Many systems were planned and constructed in town during 
the year and not only did they comply with the minimums required by 
the State Sanitary Code, but in a good number of cases, those minimums 
were expanded. This is a good attitude and everyone can be proud of 
the effort. 


An extensive project was undertaken by the Board last summer at 
Lake Buel. Working in coordination with the New Marlborough Board 
of Health, we endeavored to dye-test all shore front residences, in an 
effort to detect any faulty septic systems that migh be polluting the lake. 
If an abundance of bad systems had been discovered, we would have 
concluded that this pollution was indeed contributing to the weed situa- 
tion in the lake. Neither the Monterey, nor the New Marlborough Board 
came up with a significant number of violations. It is our opinion that 
the weeds are partially fed by nitrates leeching downward to the lake 
over the half-century or so that Lake Buel has been populated, but direct 
flow of effluents to the lake from private dwellings does not appear to be 
a factor. We will, however, proceed with dye tests on the shore of Lake 
Garfield this summer. 


The seven summer camps were inspected last year in conjunction 
with the State Board of Environmental Health and some improvements 
were suggested in certain areas. Compliance with the State Sanitary Code 
is mandatory and licenses should be issued accordingly. Inspections 
will begin earlier this year, with the goal that all camps comply with 
proper health and safety conditions before issuance of a license to 
operate. 


The Board appreciates the continued cooperation of the people of 
Monterey. Thank you.

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE

The Finance Committee has again met with the various Department 
Chairmen and Selectmen in preparing next year’s proposed budget. With 
the Selectmen’s cooperation, “a baby Town Meeting” is to be held prior 
to the Annual Town Meeting. It is hoped this will prove beneficial. 


We know that the eighteen-month fiscal year has posed problems, but 
we feel that all departments have managed their finances prudently, and 
we thank them for their cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Fortunately spring came earlier than usual this year, enabling this 
department to complete the usual and often semi-annual clean-up duties. 
These tasks included an extensive brush cutting project along portions 
of the highways and secondary roads that were greatly in need of it, and 
also the sweeping of sand from the main highways. We raked and 
removed leaves deposited in roadside ditches in major run-off areas. 


The Town’s acquisition of a second-hand grader from the Tryon 
Construction Company was quite instrumental in the fulfillment of the 
road maintenance program, coming under the category of Chapter 81. 
A large portion of the monies allocated was spent on the Town’s second- 
ary roads. Most of them were scraped, graveled, and, where needed, 
treated with calcium chloride. These were Mt. Hunger, Fairview, Bear- 
town, Blue Hill, Swann, Gould, Hupi, Wellman, Art School, and Carring- 
ton-Batelle Roads. Well over 2000 yards of gravel was used. Culverts 
and drop-inlets were installed along Route 23, Blue Hill and Hupi and 
along some roads mentioned above. Two hundred feet of sub-drain were 
put in on Route 23, adjacent to the stone-house corner. Many new ditches 
were dug along these roads to promote drainage. Equipment mainte- 
nance, erecting and removing snow fences, bridge repairs and hand- 
mowing consume a considerable amount of time and money, as does 
patching of our highways. 


Chapter 90 monies were used on the re-surfacing of Curtiss Road 
with an oil and stone mixture. A section of highway from Pearson’s 
Corner on Tyringham Road to the intersection of Beartown Road was 
blacktopped. Also an addition of a leveling course, starting at the inter- 
section of Route 28 and River Road and extending to the intersection 
of Curtiss Road was applied. An additional 1500 feet were re-surfaced 
on the Otis end of Route 28. 


I thank the Board of Selectmen, townspeople and the men I work 
with every day for their cooperation during the year.

David and Jean Balderston, to be 
used for animal books in memory of their cat, Espresso. We are grateful 
to the Balderstons and others who contributed during the year. 


Our thanks to John Pizzichemi who donated his time to install new 
lighting fixtures over the stacks. They are both attractive and helpful. 
A special appropriation enabled us to hire Kelly & Granger to survey 
the library property and instal] line markers. Maps are on file in the 
library and at the Town Office.

than we had hoped. Not only is swimming instruction now more 
effective and safer, but more children can be handled well simultaneously. 
They learn and gain confidence more quickly by having a facility which 
allows jumping and diving for all ages. We were proud of the grand 
progress of our 120 children between 5 and 16 years of age in the 
swimming classes for Life Saving and in the elementary classes. Because 
they work hard and return each year, they keep improving. Assisting the 
instructors, Frances Amidon and Maryellen Brown, were Linda Tryon 
and our 1973 life guard, Susan Whisenant, A plea for a new boat for 
the beach was answered by Mr. and Mrs. William Ginsburg the very 
same day, and we thank them for their donation of a fine row boat. 


At a summer Special Town Meeting, it was voted that the new 
Town Beach location on Brewer Pond would be the North Site as 
recommended by the Town Beach Needs Committee. The area of natural 
sand had been left intact by the contractor, available for a future beach 
at the Town’s request. Tom Bradley and his crew cleared the roadway 
from Tyringham Road to the beach last fall. Another word of appreciation 
to the Town Road Crew who came to our rescue so willingly. 


Finally, a long-awaited “Greene Park” sign was set up near the 
ball field, Equipment was painted: - note the picnic tables, basketball 
backstops, benches, baseball back stop, etc. Another sign, ‘‘No Motors’ 
was set near the culverts between Lake Garfield and Brewer Pond. 
Everyone cooperated fully when they understood that no motors were 
allowed on Brewer Pond. 


Our chief odd-job young man this summer was Scott Jervas. 


Walter Parks and Tony Reed most effectively kept the skating 
rink available, in spite of very adverse and frustrating weather all 
season. 


You are invited to use Bidwell Park for picnics, so picturesque 
beside the bubbling Konkapot, as it is kept spruced up and we hope to add 
a barbecue pit this summer. 


Before long, faithful Sheld Bristol will be out their giving Town 
lawns tender loving care. The Park Commission couldn’t survive 
without his cooperation and hours of fine mowing. 


Our projected plans for the future might include an annual swim 
and boat meet, and an arts and crafts/recreation summer program. 
This Commissioner’s job has been an exciting one. The potential 


in this area is so great, especially with the number of children increasing 
each year.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The change-over eighteen-month term is coming to an end at the end 
of June. I cannot say I’m unhappy at the prospect. When a budget is 
set, voted on and accepted, I can’t help wondering if we can stay within 
its limits at times, what with unexpected cruiser repairs and higher 
gas prices, etc. 


During this period, up to the present writing, 214 violations of a 
complaint nature have gone to court: of these, most were motor vehicle 
charges; two, breaking and entering; one auto theft and one attempted 
auto theft. 


Patrolling and home inspections have prevented a great many 
problems from arising. The numerous motor vehicle charges have cut 
the accident rate considerably.

REPORT OF THE SAFETY COMMITTEE 


The Safety Committee is a group of five citizens appointed by the 
Selectmen whose duties and authority are those specifically delegated 
to them by the Selectmen. 


We have discussed many areas where the safety of the citizens of 
Monterey is, or could be, involved. Those areas include: public buildings 
and private buildings used by the public; the beach area(s); traffic con- 
trol, including parking and posting of signs. 


We have made specific recommendations to the Selectmen concern- 
ing the following: 1) speed zoning of Route 57 (this has been done, the 
signs were posted by the state, and with active enforcement, a hazardous 
speed situation on that highway has been eased); 2) speed zoning on 
Tyringham Road (this has been done and the signs will be erected by 
the Town. We hope this will control at least some of the hazards near 
the Town Beach). 
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We have discussed the possibility and need of erecting more warning 
signs (curves, hills, intersections, etc.) on our roadsides. We recognize 
that some signs need replacing, although our general feeling was that 
such signs did little to alleviate the hazards, as they are often ignored 
or unseen by the motorist, create extra work in highway maintenance, 
and esthetically could be a blight on the countryside. We have not, 
therefore, recommended to the Selectmen the erection of additional signs. 


We have been concerned with the hazards along Route 23 and have 
discussed the initial plans of the State to reconstruct some of the more 
dangerous intersections of that road. 


We have discussed possible hazards about our beach area(s) and, 
although we made no recommendations to the Selectmen in this category 
(other than speed zoning Tyringham Road), we have turned over some 
of the material that we acquired in our investgations to the Beach Needs 
Committee for their possible use, 


We have discussed in some detail a plan to restrict parking in the 
village center. There are times every day when it is dangerous even to 
be a pedestrian in the vicinity of the church, store, and Post Office, and 
numerous “fender-bender” accidents have occurred. The situation demands 
a solution, and when the individuals concerned have been consulted, we 
expect that some changes in parking places and parking habits will result. 


The Chairman of the Committee acknowledges the expertise and 
interest of the Chief of Police, the Fire Chief, and Mr. Dean Amidon who 
are the backbone of the group.

At the Annual Town Meeting the Town voted to raise and appfo- 
priate the sums of $250.00 to buy an electric adding machine for the Tax 
Collector, $500.00 for office equipment, $15,000.00 to be held in the Stabili- 
zation Fund, $500.00 for additional repair and maintenance of the police 
cruiser, $633.00 for the Berkshire Mental Health Association, $327.65 to 
Robert J. Donelan, Town Counsel, for costs and expenses incurred in 
connection with the Lake Garfield Dam reconstruction, $3,000.00 to con- 
tinue the construction of the new Town storage shed, $1,000.00 to repair 
and improve the Konkapot River Basin and Dam, $980.00 to pay for 
installation of safety road signs, $850.00 to pay for the remaining bills 
incurred for the celebration of the 125th Anniversary of the Town, 
$2,486.52 to pay for the unpaid salt and sand bill for 1972 and $100.00 
for the Monterey Council on Aging. The Town voted to establish a 
Council on Aging consisting of five citizens of this Town. The Town also 
voted to amend Article 1, Section 1, of the Town By-Laws, changing the 
Town Meeting to the first Saturday in May, and also adopted a By-Law 
entitled “Regulation of Motor Boats and Swimming on Lake Garfield.” 
The Attorney General approved only Section B and D of this By-Law. 


The Town voted at the Special Town Meeting to accept the North 
Beach site on the new Brewer’s Pond as the permanent Public Beach 
location. The Town voted to transfer from available funds $1,182.00, 
from machinery earnings $1,000.00, and from Federal Revenue 
Sharing $4,000.00 to purchase a grader. Also to transfer from available 
funds $1,000.00 to complete the new Town Equipment Storage Building, 
$200.00 to erect the Recycling Shed, $100.00 to repair the main gate at 
the disposal area and to construct directional signs for the same and 
$250.00 to pay for the survey of the boundaries of the library grounds. 
The Town voted to authorize the Selectmen to appoint a committee to 
review the wages and salaries of the Town employees and officials and 
to set the rate for a grader operator and mechanic at $4.50 per hour. 
The By-Law for Earth Removal Regulation was defeated.

REPORT OF 
THE ROADS AND MACHINERY COMMITTEE 


This committee was authorized at the last Annual Meeting. It con- 
sisted of five members: one Selectmen, an engineer, a contractor, a 
machinery operator, and a member-at-large who had a good history of 
experience with town roads. Our Road Superintendent sat in to supply 
us with day-to-day information. 


Our earlier meetings discussed the work we would do for the year under 
Chapter 81, Chapter 90, and Chapter 90 maintenance. We placed special 
emphasis on: 1) the ditches and culverts to divert water away from 
the roadbed; 2) smoothing the existing road surfaces; 3) engaging a 
mechanical street cleaner to clean village intersections. This cleaner 
saved us considerable time and money. 


The purchase of a town pickup truck that was authorized last 
February was next on our agenda. The specifications were drawn up with 
several alternatives. A Chevrolet four-wheel drive truck was purchased. 


It soon became apparent in discussions that we were hampered in 
doing a good job in grading and ditching. Our old grader was too light 
and obsolete. We found a larger grader which could be rebuilt at a 
reasonable price. This was done, and now we were in a position to ask 
a Special Town Meeting to accept this grader, wingplow, one-way plow, 
and a rebuilt V-plow. With our trade-in on the old grader, the total cost 
to the Town was $7,400.00. 
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On snow removal, the committee advised that the westerly route 
which had been previously contracted for, should be taken care of by 
Town equipment and personnel. We had a new pickup and plow, a truck 
and plow and a fully equipped grader to do the job. 


The second item under snow removal was sanding. We felt that sand 
and salt combined would do a much better job than pure salt. We still 
have some improvements to make on this operation. 


The new Town storage shed had been in the works for two years. 
The first appropriation was consumed in the construction of a toilet 
facility, leveling an area for the shed, hauling in telephone poles, and 
cutting and sawing lumber. Under the second appropriation we have 
sawed more lumber, erected the poles, and at this writing, have the roof 
almost completed. It is 40’ by 50’ with a clearance of 14’. 


The final item under discussion was a new or nearly new truck to 
replace the old sand truck. This has been in bad shape for two years. 
We would like a dual-purpose four-wheel drive truck to include plowing. 


The Roads and Machinery Committee is only an advisory committee 
and all their recommendations have been passed on to the Selectmen for 
their consideration and action. 


I wish to thank all the members of this committee for their expertise 
and the sincere interest that they have offered the Town in its planning 
for current and future roads machinery needs.

The Town of Monterey has a Technical Assistant from the Berkshire 
County Training and Employment Act who is assisting this Board in 
updating its records. The State has mandated (by court order) Assess- 
ments at “Full and Fair Cash Value”. We will be setting new values 
on each parcel of land this: coming summer in preparation for a January 
1, 1976 valuation date. It should be noted that the new Fiscal Year for 
the towns still requires a valuation date of January 1 each year but 
relative to the fiscal year July 1 through June 30. Tax payments are in 
two parts: one half due in the Fall, and the payment for the last half of 
the Fiscal year due in the Spring the following year (almost 18 months 
after the valuation was determined). 


The Board wishes to thank Mr. Newman B. Abercrombie for past 
services and hopes he will continue to meet with us to guide us through 
the maze of paper work required by the State. 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


At the Annual Town Meeting in May, John Carlson was re-elected to 
the Board of Appeals for a term of five years. Shortly after that, as a 
result of the By-Law revision, two alternate members, Georgiana O’Con- 
nell and Thomas Gillis, were appointed to the Board. And on July 17, 
1974 the Board of Appeals became an appointed body, rather than an 
elected one.

It was decided that all hearings would take place on the last Friday 
of the month, whenever possible.

1. August 16: Petition of Irene M. and George Cangialosi for a 
variance from the 15 foot side yard requirements, as set forth in 
the Table of Minimums of the Monterey Protective By-Law, in 
order to construct an addition to an existing house on Lake Buel. 
This Variance was granted. 

2. Nov. 22: Appeal of James S. Connery from the decision of the 
Board of Selectmen in granting a building permit to Leonard 
and Phyllis Bogdanoff for an addition to the rear of their cottage 
situated easterly of Gardner Lane and northerly of Sylvan Road. 
On the basis of the evidence presented at the hearing, the Board 
was unable to make final findings of fact with reference to the 
precise distances between the side and rear lines of the lot and 
the proposed addition and between Gardner Lane and the 
westerly side of the addition. The Board, therefore, determined 
that the hearing should be reopened so that both sides could 
present evidence which would delineate the precise measure- 
ments of the side and rear yards of the Bogdanoff’s proposed 
addition.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Boards meets the second Thursday of each month at 
8:00 P.M. 


The Planning Board is required to review all divisions of land to 
determine whether or not approval is required under the Subdivision 
Control Bylaw. This determination is made on the basis of frontage 
on an approved road or an existing town road, and acreage as specified 
in the Zoning Bylaw. All parcels must meet these requirements. The 
Board requires a plan to be submitted in ink on mylar or linen and to 
be drawn by a licensed surveyor. 


We have two students working to give us backrround and facts for 
use in eventually writing a Master Plan to guide the future of Monterey. 
These students will be presenting their studies and other information 
at Town Meeting. There is being selected an advisory committee of 
local and summer people to help the students and the Planning Board 
determine the Goals for the Master Plan. 


The Town of Monterey was included in the 208 Federal Water Quality 
Planning District. This planning will begin in the nine towns of the 
district about June 1st. The program is designed to aid the towns in 
determining the source of pollution and the best course of action to abate 
these problems.

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SUMMARY OF 1974 ANNUAL REPORT OF 
BERKSHIRE COUNTY 
REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


OUR MOST DRAMATIC SUCCESS IN 1974 — 
PLANNING “PAYS OFF” IN DOLLARS AS WELL AS SENSE 


Evidence of the BCRPC’s contribution toward sound planning in the 
region often surfaces a considerable time after the period of the original 
input. Such is the case in Mayor Dobelle’s decision in December 1974 to 
put aside Pittsfield’s plan for a $9 million reservoir in Windsor in favor 
of a system of ground water wells, an alternative solution which had 
been persistently pressed by BCRPC, and one that is expected to cost 
one-tenth the amount projected for the reservoir plan. This case 
dramatizes the value of the Commission’s planning role, which requires 
the review of new projects and the investigation of viable alternatives 
for the municipalities and agencies it serves, and it also offers important 
lessons about groundwater that other communities may wish to apply 
when they start looking into water supply alternatives. 

How Much Does It Cost to Save $8 Million? 


Finances: In 1974, BCRPC continued to assess its members at a rate 
of 20 cents per person per year which is the cost of one cup of cofficej 
per year. The cost of BCRPC’s basic program which makes possible 
project reviews, like that of the Windsor reservoir, comes to about 
$87,000, of which the member municipalities’ share is $29,000. The larger 
figure also helps to meet the cost of many other services summarized in 
this report. 


In addition to the above figures, the Commission received $38,000 
from the state to support open participatory transportation planning and 
expended $36,000 from a Clark Foundation grant to support the Inter- 
governmental Study project. 


The BCRPC planning program has been made possible by the Com- 
mission’s success at acquiring scarce state and federal planning funds. If 
the trend of cutbacks on such funds continues, in time it may become 
necessary for the member municipalities to increase their contributions 
in order to continue with these valuable programs. 


Local Assistance: One of BCRPC’s most important and time consum- 
ing services is the provision of a wide range of technical assistance to 
area municipalities on a variety of subjects, including town master plan- 
ning, land use planning, zoning, subdivision regulations, environmental 
problems, historic preservation and state/federal administrative regula- 
tions. 
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Transportation: The Commission’s major transportation planning 
accomplishment was to help set in motion an Environmental Impact 
Statement on the Pittsfield Bypass and its alternatives. This culminated 
the Commission’s four-year effort to provide a definitive analysis of the 
impacts of the proposed bypass and its alternatives. The BCRPC also 
completed the development of its Operations Plan/Unified Work Program, 
which will insure the availability of federal construction funds in the 
area. The U.S. Department of Transportation cited the document as the 
best submission it had received from Massachusetts. 


Housing: The BCRPC created a Housing Needs Study Committee 
to review the 1974 State Housing Needs Report, which was subsequently 
adopted by both the Committee and BCRPC. The report establishes a 
housing plan under which each community would meet its “Fair Share” 
of housing needs. The Commission also devoted much time to the dis- 
semination of information to local officials on housing programs and 
opportunities, particularly those aimed at preserving and rehabilitating 
existing housing. 

Water Quality Planning: Aimed at pollution abatement in the area’s 
waters to meet the requirements of the 1972 federal law, the ‘‘208” Water 
Quality Plan, by the year’s end, had moved closer to getting underway. 
By that time, the Governor had designated a nine-municipality planning 
area, named BCRPC as the agency to conduct the study, and forwarded 
his designation to EPA. The designated municipalities: Pittsfield, Lenox, 
Hinsdale, Lee, Dalton, Lanesboro, Great Barrington, Stockbridge and 
Monterey. BCRPC was the first regional planning commission in the 
state to obtain 100% support from the designated municipalities for this 
planning effort, which, when completed, will be a valuable supplement 
to the Sewer and Water Plan which the Commission completed in 1970. 

BCRPC Reviews: As the designated regional clearinghouse for fed- 
eral and/or state assistance programs, the Commission during 1974 
reviewed eighteen applications for projects totalling $14.5 million, and 
71 environmental impact assessments. These reviews resulted in improved 
applications and assisted Berkshire municipalities in receiving federal 
grants. 

Intergovernmental Study: By year’s end, part of the Fiscal Hamnd- 
book, the section devoted to an explanation of the 1975 Cherry Sheet, was 
completed and mailed to town officials from whom it evoked favorable 
comment. The Environmental Health Research Project was underway 
and by that time, staff and policy board members had visited and held 
discussions with local officials in seventeen municipalities. 


BCRPC Offices Moved: The Commission’s offices were relocated in 
November from 8 Bank Row to 10 Fenn Street in Pittsfield.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


It seems that we are entering a period in which the older septic 
systems, that is those installed fifteen, twenty or more years ago, are 
beginning to need replacement. This phenomenon presents a rather busy 
picture for the Board this year and will for the next few years to come. 


The newly accepted two acre zoning by-law in Monterey is of great 
advantage to the Board in locating new systems on good ground .. . but 
the replacement of older systems still presents a problem in many cases, 
especially around the lakes. It is amazing to see more of the primitive 
septic systems that were installed long ago, many years before the State’s 
Sanitary Code became a reality. It is always a good idea for an individual 
buying a previously built home in Monterey to 1aake a concerted effort to 
locate and identify the type and serviceability of that home’s septic 
system. 


The Board has initiated a new program iin town involving well- 
drilling. Effective January 1975, all well-drilling will be by permit only. 
All drilling contractors in the area have been notified and the program 
has been exposed to the general public in the local newspapers. This 
initiative by the Board was prompted by the need for a viable tool to 
insure adherence to the State Sanitary Code’s regulation, which requires 
a minimum distance of 100 feet between a septic system and a water 
supply. The Board trusts that the people of Monterey will agree that 
this program can only serve to keep water supplies pure and to eliminate 
all apprehension regarding any possible contamination,

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


After the usual winter snow plowing and sanding, we were busy 
with helping build the new shed and digging a ditch from the Town 
Garage to the sanitary land fill for electrical wiring for the recycling 
project. Also some brush cutting was done. We scraped and graveled 
the secondary roads along with patching the main highways, Fifty feet 
of 30’ culvert were put in on Brett Road, also some widening done in 
conjunction with this work. 


Chestnut Hill was widened from Cronk Road intersection to New 
England Keswick drive-way and 200 feet of 18” culverts put in. Sixty 
feet of 3 feet culverts were installed to take the vast amount of water 
which runs across the road and in the past has done extensive damage. 
New culverts were also put in on Hupi Road, and two on Parker Flats, 
about 80 feet along with drop inlets. Two new drop inlets were put in on 
Gould and Mt. Hunger Road, and four culverts were put in between 
Wolfers and Chestnut Hill entrance. 


Shoulder cutting was done on Rt. 23 for two miles and also on 
New Marlborough, Sandisfield and Beartown Roads. The stone wall 
on Beartown Road below the new dam was torn down and replaced. The 
dam behind The Monterey Store was also repaired. 


Route 23 was widened and 800 feet of sub-drain was put in between 
Weiss Corner and Chestnut Hill Road. Through the courtesy of Mr. 
Peter Schweitzer, letting us infringe upon some of his property, we were 
able to fill behind the wall on Rt. 23 that was in danger of caving in. 
That project isn’t completely finished. 


Two miles of leveling course of black-top were laid from the Stone 
House west to the Great Barrington Town line, 1000 feet on the Bear- 
town Road and approximately 600 feet on the Sandisfield Road. 


Fall patching and erection of snow-fence and our yearly vacations 
took us into snow plowing and sanding again; the ice storms being more 
troublesome and costly than most of our snow storms. 


I thank The Board of Selectmen, the Townspeople and the highway 
men for their cooperation during the year.

During the year Western Regional workshops were attended resulting 
in the grant of many paperback books which have proved popular in our 
collection. Anne Marie Makuc was elected to the executive board of the 
Western Regional Advisory Council. 1975 should bring grants of refer- 
ence books and recordings from this system. Our circulation for the 
fiscal year July 1973—June 1974 was 12,129, up from calendar 1973. 


Donations were received and we appreciate all who remember the 
library with funds or books. We have been able to add several books of 
special interest in various subject areas. We have compiled with the 
state’s request of offering our services to non-residents and would also 
encourage more townspeople to use our library.

The Committee on Roads and Machinery had a recent meeting where 
it was agreed to ask ithe town to purchase a new sander. Roads improve- 
ment this coming year will be as follows: Reconstruction and paving of 
the east end of Route 23 and Beartown Road starting near the new 
dam and proceeding past the Zilka residence. Drainage and paving have 
been the major projects completed this past year. The road superin- 
tendent will go into more details in his report, 


The fire department has been planning improvements to the fire- 
house. This has led to several unforeseen expenditures. The town will 
have to decide whether to appropriate the funds to do this work all at 
once or to do it in stages over the years. The fire chief will further 
explore this problem in his report. 


The town has applied for, through the Department of Public Works, 
improvements at three intersections. Route 57 and Blue Hill intersections 
have a completion date in 1975. The New Marlboro-Route 23 intersection 
has no completion date at this time. 


In closing, we wish to thank the many townspeople who have assisted 
us in this past year. Our regular meetings have seen good citizen attend- 
ance and participation in planning and improvement of those services that 
make our community a fine place to live.

At the Special Town Meeting in February the Town voted to transfer

dence of the Town Clerk and have same repaired, $250.00 to purchase an 
adding machine for the Selectmen’s office, $500.00 to repair the Town 
signs, $3,750.00 to purchase a new police cruiser with a special under- 
coating and $330.00 for the Berkshire Mental Health. Also the Town 
voted to transfer the sum of $35,835.00 received from the Department of 
Public Works to a special account to be entitled “Roads and Bridges” and 
to authorize the Board of Selectmen to expend same for highway pur- 
poses as authorized by Chapter 1140 of the Acts of 1973, and to appro- 
priate $44,000.00 for the purchase of a new fire truck as follows: 

a. by transfer from the Stabilization Fund the sum of $23,515.91 

b. by transfer from Federal Revenue Sharing Fund the sum of 

$11,514.00 

ce. by raising from taxation the sum of $8,970.09 
and to appropriate $9,784.00 for the purchase of a two-ton four-wheel 
drive truck by taking $4,000.00 from machinery earnings account and 
the sum of $5,784.00 from taxation. The Town voted to establish an 
Historical Commission for the preservation, promotion and development 
of the Historica] assets of the Town of Monterey consisting of five mem- 
bers, to accept a new radar set purchased with monies from the Monterey 
Police Fund and to amend the Protective (Zoning) by-law as follows:

Board of Selectmen and to delete Section VIII B. 


At the Special Town Meeting in September the Town voted to raise 
from free cash the sum of $850.00 for the erection of a fence at the site 
of the Lake Garfield Dam on Beartown Mountain Road, $446.75 to pay 
Henry Bynack, $262.52 to pay Home Gas, $104.78 to pay N.E. Telephone, 
$400.00 to pay R. W. Tryon Construction and $401.94 to pay the Berkshire 
Courier.

Portable Radios purchased with monies from the Monterey Police Fund, or 
take any other action relative thereto. Amotion was made and seconded to 
accept this article as written. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize and empower the 
Selectmen to appoint an executive secretary for a term of three years to act by 
and for the Selectmen in any matter which they may assign to him relating to 
the administration of the affairs of the town or of any town office or 
department under their supervision and control, or with the approval of the 
Selectmen, to perform such other duties as may be requested of him by any 
other town officer, board, committee or commission, in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 23A of Chapter 41 of the General Laws. A motion was 
made and seconded to pass over this article. 


ARTICLE 22. To ceeif the Town will vote to accept Section 100 I of Chapter 41 
of the General Laws which provides that the Town shall indemnify and save 
harmless municipal officers, elected or appointed, from personal financial loss 
and expense including reasonable legal fees and costs, if any, in an amount not 
to exceed one million dollars, arising out of any claim, demand, suit or 
judgement by reason of any act or omission including a violation of the civil 
rights of any person under any federal law, if the official at the time of such act 
or omission was acting within the scope of his official duties or employment. 
A motion was made and seconded to accept this article as written. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in 
anticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning July 1, 1976, in 
accordance with the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 4, and to 
issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any noteor 
notes as may be given for a period of less than one year in accordance with 
General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17, or take any other action relative thereto. 
A motion was made and seconded to accept this article as written. 
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ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to authorize any Town Board to 
appoint any member thereof to another office or position for the term provided 
by law (if any) otherwise for the term not to exceed one year, and fix the salary 
and compensation in accordance with Chapter 41, Section 4A of the General 
Laws, or take any other action relative thereto. A motion was made and 
seconded to accept this article as written. 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to appoint any committee or officers 
and give them or any officer of the Town instructions, authority or indemnity 
thought best, or take any other action relative thereto. The ‘town voted to 
have the Selectmen investigate insurance for the Town Officials 
handling money, namely Town Treasurer, Tax Collector, and Town 
Clerk. 


ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate any sums received 
from the sale of obsolete or surplus books in the Monterey Library for the 
purchase of new books or periodicals, same to be expended by the Monterey 
Library Trustees. A motion was made and seconded to accept this article 
as written. 


ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$500.00 or any other sum for the Town’s share of the operation of the Help 
Phone, or take any other action relative thereto. A motion was made and 
seconded to accept this article as written. 


ARTICLE 28. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting. An ovation was given to the outgoing Moderator William 
(Bill) Mielke. Accepted under this article by the Moderator was a 
request for the Selectmen to appoint an ‘‘Eye Sore”? committee. A 
motion was made and seconded to adjourn the meeting at 11:58 as no 
other business was transacted.

(six months to eighteen months after the assessment date).

Cynthia Weber as part-time clerk. Since that time she has been busy with the 
Assessors, has worked on loan to other Town boards and committees, and has 
provided general information to the public.

In the spring of 1975, Thomas F. Gillis, an alternate member of the Board of 
Appeals, was appointed to replace Maurice Roberts, who declined reappoint- 
ment. Robert H. Ensign was appointed by the Selectment to the alternate 
member post vacated by Mr. Gillis.

It was decided that all hearings would take place on the last Friday of the 
month, whenever possible. 


The following hearings were held in 1975:

January 24, 1975—Appeal of James S. Connery from the decision of the 
Board of Selectmen in Granting a building permit to Leonard and 
Phyllis Bogdanoff for an addition to the rear of their cottage situated 
easterly of Gardner Lane and northerly of Sylvan Road in the 
Agricultural—Residental District. The Board found that the issuance of 
a building permit to the Bogdanoffs was in violation of the minimum 
yard dimension provisions of the Monterey Protective By-Law and 
therefore reversed the decision of the Board of Selectmen in issuing the 
permit on Sept. 30, 1974. 


March 21, 1975 — Petition of Arthur H. Hebert for a variance from the 
area requirements of the Monterey Protective By-Law on the premises of 
the Petitioner situated westerly of Route 57 at Lake Buel. This variance 
was denied because the granting of it would invoke a substantial 
detriment to the public good and to the Lakeshore District in which the 
Petitioner’s land is located and would substantially derogate from the 
intent and purpose of the Monterey Protective By-Law, to protect and 
promote the health, safety and general welfare of the inhabitants of 
Monterey. 


October 24, 1975 — Petition of The William J. Gould Assoc. Inc. for a 
special permit under those provisions of Section VI of the Monterey 
Protective By-Law all so as to authorize and permit the construction, 
maintenance and use of a new residence for the housing and accomo- 
dation of approximately 15 residents (including a houseparent) on the 
Petitioner’s land on Gould Road in the Agricultural—Residential 
District. This special permit was granted, as the use involved would not 
be detrimental to the established or future character of the neighboor- 
hood and of the town.

November 21, 1975 — Petition of Thomas B. Haver and Sanford A. Haver 
for a variance from the minimum yard dimensions as set forth in the 
Table of Minimums of the Monterey Protective By-Law at premises 
described as the land with buildings thereon situated on Lake Buel 
westerly of Route 57.

The petitioner’s property is located on New Marlboro 
Road, south of Rt. 23 in the Agricultural—Residential District. The 
permit was granted as the applicant complied with all the requirements 
for the conversion of an existing single family residence into a 
multifamily dwelling unit under the By-Law. 


April 9, 1976 — Petition of Dean P. Amidon for a special permit to 
construct an addition to the porch on the west side of his cottage, which is 
a non-conforming dwelling.

Camps, Inc. for a special permit under the Monterey Protective By-Law, 
Section VI, B, (1), in order to reconstruct a single story frame utility 
building, 32 ft. by 36 ft., which was damaged during an ice storm. The 
petitioner also requested special permits under the Monterey Protective 
By-Law, Section VI, B, (2), (a), (b), (c), to erect two single story bunk 
houses, each of which would house five campers and one counselor and 
measure approximately 24 ft. by 30 ft., and to build an 8 ft. extension to 
the receiving dock at the dining room. Half Moon Camps, Inc., a 
children’s summer camp, is located westerly of Rt. 57 on Lake Buel andis 
a non-conforming use in the Lake Shore and Agricultural—Residential 
Districts. The special permits were granted with the following re- 
strictions: 

(1) The utility building is to be used as an all-purpose building and is 
not approved for dormitory use. 

(2) The two bunk houses are approved as dormitories for five campers 
and one counselor, each.

The Commonwealth of Massachusetts with its benign wisdom has passed a 
new Chapter 40A (The Zoning Enabling Act) which requires all zoning by-laws 
to be brought up into agreement with it by July 1, 1977. The Board will need all 
the help it can get to understand this new law so that our by-laws can be made 
to conform. 


The Commonwealth also has a “growth policy act” which requires the town 
to form a committee to answer a questionnaire prepared by the State Office of 
Planning. This committee was selected by the Selectmen and organized during 
February.

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The Report of the Board of Health 


The Board of Health has handled about the usual number of new septic 
system installations. The system of having a private contractor perform the 
percolation test, paid for by the applicant, seems to be working well. 


A trend for the future seems apparent in the increasing number of old septic 
systems beginning to fail where the land is not suitable for a system under 
current standards of the State Sanitary Code. The local Board, the State and 
engineering consultants are working together to find a system which works 
and maintains our sanitary standards. Adequate holding tanks which are 
monitored and ebotic trenches seem to be the trend. 


One development which has added more responsibility to the local Board has 
been the State budgetary cutbacks. The local Board will now have sole 
responsibility for the main health inspection of all camps in Town, and the 
State will perform an inspection only when the local Board has a problem with 
which it cannot cope.

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The Report of the Conservation Commission 


The Conservation Commission meets on the second Monday of each month 
at 7:30 p.m. in the Town Offices. Wetlands Public Hearings are scheduled as 
required. 


A major effort this year has been directed towards the weed problem of Lake 
Buel and indirectly of Lake Garfield. Representatives from Lake Garfield and 
Lake Buel Associations took an active role in seeking answers to vital 
questions concerning the future of these lakes, and we anticipate that studies 
in progress will recommend some positive action towards correcting the 
situation. Monterey Commissioners sought assurance that use studies will be 
included in planning public access to waterways. 


Members of this Commission have attended meetings concerned with State 
and Northeast Regional environmental concerns: Berkshire County Transpor- 
tation Advisory Group, Scenic Mountains Act, farming and lumber problems, 
reorganization meetings of the Department of Natural Resources, and 
cooperative meetings with other Town officials. 


The Commission would like to remind landowners of the Wetlands 
Protection Act, which prohibits any work being carried out at lakefront and 
wetlands sites without the proper permit. It takes at least sixty (60) days to 
process permits; therefore, to avoid delay: 


1) file a letter with statement of projected work requesting this Commission 
to rule on whether this work comes under the jurisdiction of the 
Wetlands Act. 

2) file promptly if finding is positive. Necessary applications will be on 
hand in the Town Offices. 


To date, there is nothing constructive to report in the search for a new Town 
Beach site.

The Report of the Highway Department 


July 1, 1975 - June 30, 1976 


During the summer, we had various projects going. Tryon Construction, 
along with some of our help, rebuilt 2250 feet of road on Route 23. It was oiled in 
the fall. We scraped and put some gravel on most of the dirt roads. While we 
were scraping, a new culvert was put in on Chestnut Hill and a drop inlet was 
rebuilt on Route 57 that had caved in. Considerable time and money was spent 
in patching hard surface roads. Naturally, in the late fall, snow fences were 
erected and the machinery was gotten ready for our winter’s work of plowing 
and sanding. 


In the spring, after snow fences were taken down and sanders and plows 
were removed from the trucks, we started our spring clean-up of sand in the 
village street and raking lawn edges as well as intersections. A new fence was 
put up along Sheldeon Fenn’s property where a new piece of road was 
constructed. Route 23 was blacktopped; that was oiled in the fall, also a leveling 
course was applied on the River Road. A new cement header on a culvert was 
put in on Route 23 as many people stop there for water. Considerable was spent 
putting in gravel and blacktopping water ditches and drive-way and road 
entrances, also filling in deep edges after we finished the blacktopping. We dug 
holes and put in new posts as supports for the Veterans Memorial and hand 
mowed in the village. 


The cutting of trees and brush for the beginning of the last piece of 
reconstruction on the Otis end of Route 23 is being done. Tryon Construction 
will do the reconstructing. 


I thank the Town Officials, the Townpeople and the highway men for their 
cooperation during the year.

Much time has been devoted to working with the Historical Society in 
furnishing the General Knox Museum Room in preparation for the dedication 
in the summer of 1976. 


Two other grants have enabled us to provide improved reference service. 
Through one, administered by the Western Regional staff, we were awarded 
over $600.00 in reference materials including a new set of encyclopedias. With 
the other, an LSCA grant, a reference corner was furnished. Still another 
LSCA grant provided us with a collection of phonograph records. Workshops 
were attended in connection with all grants. 


Extensive weeding of obsolete books was done in preparation for compiling a 
shelf list of books available in the library. Bruce Baker, administrator of the 
Western Regional, made two visits in order to assist us in this project. Monies 
realized from the sale of books is to be spent on replacements as authorized by a 
Town vote. 


A telephone has been added and there is now a photo copier available in the 
library. It is hoped that this will provide service for all Town departments as 
well as the public. To defray the cost of paper and maintenance a charge of 10¢ 
will be assessed for each copy made. 


Margaret McLaughlin, after more than 20 years of invaluable service 
declined to seek re-election in 1976. We extend our thanks for the many hours 
she spent, particularly in sharing her professional knowledge in design, and 
for keeping our records in her years as secretary. She has been replaced by Mrs. 
Robert Ensign who holds a degree in Library Science and promises to bea fine 
addition to our board.

The Report of the Police Department 


During the last fiscal year, the Department responded to nineteen (19) motor 
vehicle accidents. Only two people had to be taken to the hospital with minor 
injuries. Fourteen Break and Enterings were reported and six stolen motor 
vehicles. Of these, all the autos were recovered and on two occasions the 
subjects were arrested. 


Two Breaks were solved and subjects arrested and articles returned. 


A very large crop of marijuana was found growing on a 4 acre patch in 
Town. The subject was arrested, paid costs of $700.00 and is on a six-month 
continued sentence. 


There were 160 Motor Vehicle Violations handed out and prosecuted. 


In the past three years the Department has held a steak dinner at Bidwell 
Park. Each year with the profits we have purchased much needed and 
expensive equipment. First the Radar, then a Mutual Aid Radio, and last year 
two portable radios. The Department has thus saved the Taxpayer a total of 
$4,510. 


My thanks go out to my Officers, LeRoy Thorpe and Robert Hardisty. Special 
thanks to Walter Parks, Jim Miller and Hal Crine for their help on occasions 
when their assistance was greatly needed in Police efforts.

The Report of the Board of Selectmen 


There is a notable ingredient common to the carrying out of the duties of 
virtually all the Boards and Commissions within the town government of 
Monterey . .. and that important component is interest. There is hardly ever a 
dull moment! One handle that can never be attached to the attitudes of the 
people of Monterey is apathy. 


In keeping with this tradition, the year 1975-76 has been a very busy one for 
the Board of Selectmen, and the other town government organizations as well. 
Much was accomplished and much was learned. Here follows an outline that 
will be further detailed within this report. 


1. Two special Town Meetings were held this year. Activity at the first 
gathering in June 1975 centered around the proposal to conduct a complete 
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Limnological Study of Lake Buel. The article passed after much debate, 
and the study now nears completion. 


At the special Town Meeting in February 1976, the Board asked the town for 
additional funds to fortify the snow removal account, due to the severe 
winter conditions of December and January. The article passed. Also 
included on this meeting’s warrant was an article to enable the Board to 
appoint an Inspector of Wires. This passed after an explanation that 
efficiency demands that the Board not only appoint .a Building Inspector 
to approve structural adherence to the State Building Code, but also a 
separate Inspector of Wires, and ultimately a separate Plumbing Inspector. 
Robert Stevens was subsequently appointed Inspector of Wires for the town. 


A Dog Restraint By-Law for the town was adopted and will be enforced on a 
continuing basis by the Dog Officer. 


The Police Department has, and will continue, to enforce the Junk Car 
By-Law. Much has been accomplished already. 


Legislation has been passed enabling the town of Monterey to elect its 
Board of Appeals rather than appoint them. However, the act stipulated 
that this Board include only three members. This is not satisfactory, and 
an amendment to the act is being introduced to increase the membership to 
five, and to include two alternate members. We may have to appoint this 
Board for one more year until the legislation is finalized and accepted by 
the town. 


Lake Garfield was lowered on a pre-announced schedule in the fall of 1975. 
The 30-day notice was deemed ample, and shoreline maintenance was 
performed efficiently and with plenty of time for nature to refill the lake 
before freeze. 


Hosting the Knox Trail Trekkers in January was an experience that all of 
us will remember for quite a while. 


The Land Use Plan for Monterey is complete and its authors, Janet Flory 
and Randy Neal, are to be congratulated on a job well done. Copies of the 
document are available in the library for your review. 


At the Annual Town Meeting in 1974, the Board of Selectmen was 
instructed by the townspeople to investigate the possibility of the Town 
assuming the responsibility for snow removal on the private way owned by 
Henry Hebert off Pixley Road. it seems that the time factor involved is the 
biggest stumbling block . . . by the time our Town trucks can get to this road 
after clearing the Town-owned ways, too much time would have elapsed. 
People going to work and children off to school would still have to walk 
down to the main road. The alternative, of course, is for the Town to 
purchase an additional truck and plow and budget monies for an extra 
driver’s salary. This would, of course, be out of line by a considerable 
margin. 
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There are other items to report, of course, but these are the highlights. We 
thank all of the Boards, Commissions, Societies and Committees for serving 
the town so well, and our most sincere appreciation goes out to the people of 
Monterey for your continuing guidance and cooperation.

Bicentennial Comnuttee 


In the fall of 1975 the Monterey Selectmen appointed the Monterey 
Bicentennial Committee, consisting of the following persons: Bette Seigerman, 
Anne M. Makuc, Sharon Steinberg, Dean P. Amidon, Matt O. Williams, Linda 
Hebert, Gertrude B. Gould, Sheldon Fenn, A. Wallace Tryon. 


Wallace Tryon was chosen as chairman. The committee met and everyone 
had a chore to do. The committee had charge of housing the men and horses 
of the Knox marchers that were re-enacting the General Henry Knox march 
from Fort Ticonderoga, New York, to Cambridge, Massachusetts. They 
passed through Monterey on January 11, 1976. The first notice we received 
was to prepare for 15 horses, several yoke of oxen and 21 men. Rooms were 
reserved in many houses where sleeping accomodations were provided for the 
guests. Carl Champigny and Wallace Tryon decorated several of the village 
buildings with American flags and bunting for the occasion. Our capable 
Police Chief, Douglas Lyman, and his men met the trek at the Great 
Barrington town line and escorted them to the village of Monterey, where 
they were greeted by many of the townspeople. It had snowed the night before 
and a few flakes were still falling, on one of the coldest days of winter. The 
horses were steaming from the long walk they had from Butternut Basin. The 
oxen’s hair around their heads was white where their breath had frozen, 
which reminded you of whiskers. 


Henry Knox (William Wilbur) was riding on asmall horse, and he wore light 
breeches, a large cape and a three-cornered hat with an emblem in from. He 
was presented with a commemorative key to the Town by Kristine Heath of the 
Monterey Roadrunners. The key was carved from wood, being about a foot long 
and six inches wide, and highly polished. 


Our Post Office was opened at eight o’clock on Sunday morning by our 
Postmaster, Walter Parks, to sell and cancel letters and cards. Walter closed 
at five o’clock with a record of over one thousand five hundred cancelled 
pieces. A special stamp was used: THROUGH THIS PLACE PASSED 
GENERAL KNOX 1776-1976. 


Edward A. McColgan, Executive Director of the Massachusetts Bicenten- 
ial Commission, had charge of the trek. Some of the wagons and sleighs that 
were carrying a large cannon and its equipment had broken down on the 
road. Temporary repairs were made along the way. Mr. McColgan made 
arrangements with Ray Tryon to use his heated garage, where several sleighs 
and wagons were put in for repairs. The men worked well into the night, 
welding and belting parts together. As the teams came into the village Mr. 
McColgan would tell the driver where to leave his wagon, and to take the horses 
back three miles to Bradley’s Barn, where they were put up for the night. 
night. 
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In the early evening services were held in the Congregational Church, 
where Wallace Tryon gave a welcoming speech to Henry Knox and the 
trekkers. After the services were over dinner was served by the Girl Scouts in 
the church social room, followed by a social hour. Then the host families came 
and picked up the men that had been assigned to them for lodging and 
breakfast. 


Monday morning the trek was gathered in front of the Post Office, and 
started its journey to Otis. Leading the way was our Police escort and waving 
them goodbye were many new friends and well-wishers.

Fiscal year 1976-77 has been a year which has seen many road improvements, 
attempts to correct the weeks on Lake Garfield and Lake Buel, positive changes 
in our zoning regulations and a year of escalating costs. 

We have had to have two special town meetings, primarily to meet the highway 
costs of one of the worst winters in years. 

Because of this the Selectmen have been quite active in what has been going on 
in Congress in regard to possible highway fund cuts and have been active in the 
school budget process. Both areas were covered to express what has been felt to 
be great concern about the lack of funds from the state and higher school budgets. 

The Selectmen have also been active in a number of zoning disputes and have 
been viligant in enforcing our zoning by-laws. 

Furthermore, at the time of this report we are beginning to see the signs of 
construction at the intersections of Route 57 and 23 and Blue Hill Road at 23. Both 
improvements will help the traffic safety of our town. 

Allin all, it has been a rewarding year, and we would like to thank the citizens of 
Monterey for their support and help.

Report of the Planning Board

The Planning Board holds its monthly meeting on the second Thursday of each 
month at 8 P.M. 

We have updated our zoning by-laws to agree with the requirements of the law 
passed in 1975 with some minor changes approved at the January 19, 1977 Special 
Town Meeting. In addition a section was added to give direction to local 
officials in respect to non-municipal educational or religious use. This also was 
approved at the January 19th Special Town Meeting. 

At that Special Town Meeting, a proposal was made that the Planning Board 
submit to voters a change in the By-laws that would allow non-conforming 
buildings to be replaced without the time-consuming requirements of permit 
from the Board of Appeals. An amendment was submitted and approved by the 
voters at the Annual Town Meeting on May 7, 1977. 

There were no subdivisions submitted during the year; however, several Form 
“As were submitted, requiring the Board to make a determination that each was 
not a subdivision according to the Subdivision Control By-law.

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Report of the Board of Appeals 


The following hearings were held during the period July 1, 1976 - June 30, 1977. 


1. July 9, 1976 — Petition of Eugene W. O’Connell fora special permit under the 
Monterey Protective By-Law, Section III, B, 2, (e), (1), (2), (3), (4), and (5) in 
order to convert an existing single family residence into a multifamily 
dwelling unit. The petitioner also requested a variance under the Monterey 
Protective By-Law, Section III, B, 2, (e), (4) which requires that single family 
residences, being converted into multifamily dwellings, be 100 feet from all 
property boundary lines. Said property is located on Curtiss Road, south of 
Route 23 in the Agricultural-Residential District. The permit was granted with 
a variance from the 100 foot side yard requirement. The permit contained the 
following restriction: ; 

A. A suitable off street parking area must be established and maintained prior 
to the renting of the apartment. 

The applicant complied with all other requirements for the conversion of an 

existing single family residence into a multifamily dwelling unit under the By- 

Law. 


2. August 6, 1976 — Petition of Ellen Kinne for variances and a special permit as 
required under the Monterey Protective By-Law to move a dwelling house 
from Hupi Road in the Agricultural-Residential District and to place said 
dwelling in the Lake Shore District. A variance was sought under the 
Monterey Protective By-Law, Section IV, A, as said property, consisting of 
1.95 acres, has two other dwelling houses thereon. Another variance was 
requested from the minimum width requirement of the Monterey Protective 
By-Law, Section IV, A, because the dwelling house to be moved measured 15 
ft. by 20 ft. Said dwelling house would have been used as a summer/ winter 
rental in conjunction with business at Kinne’s Grove, a non-conforming use in 
the Lake Shore District. Under the Monterey Protective By-Law, Section VI, 
B, 2, (a), (b), and (c) expansion of a non-conforming use requires a special 
permit of the Board of Appeals. The request for a special permit and variances 
was denied as the use involved would have been detrimental to the established 
or future character of the neighborhood and of the town. Substantial hardship, 
due to literal enforcement of the terms of the By-Law, was not proven by the 
petitioner. The granting of the variances would have been a substantial 
detriment to the public good and to the Lake Shore Ditrict in which Kinne’s 
Grove is located. 


3. September 24, 1976 — Petition of Louise D. Buonaguro for a variance from 
the terms of the Monterey Protective By-Law, Table of Minimums, in order to 
construct a storage/garage building, 24 ft. by 18 ft. The premises are located 
westerly of Elephant Rock Road on Lake Garfield in the Lake Shore District. 
This variance was denied because the granting of it would have been 
detrimental to the established or future character of the neighborhood and of 
the town. Substantial hardship, due to literal inforcement of the By-Law, was 
not proven by the petitioner. The granting of this variance would have created 
a precedent that could prove harmful elsewhere and also would have been a 
substantial detriment to the public good and to the Lake Shore District in 
which the property is located. 
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4. June 17, 1977 —,Petition of Nicholas A. Pierro for a special permit under the 
Monterey Protective By-Lay, Section VII, B, 6, for the temporary use of a 
trailer as living quarters while a new home is under construction. The property 
is located westerly of Swann Road in the Agricultural-Residential District. As 
the temporary use of this trailer would not be detrimental to the established or 
future character of the neighborhood and of the town, the special permit was 
granted with the following restrictions: 

A. Adequate provision must be made for water, sewage disposal and other 
dwelling requirements of the State Sanitary Code. 
B. The permit shall expire no later than six months from the date of its issue. 

C. After the permit has expired the trailer must never again be used as a 

dwelling in the Town of Monterey. 

D. The permit shall not be transferable.

As each ancient, decaying, substandard septic system is replaced by a new, up- 
to-the-minute functioning unit, the environmental base of the Town is 
measurably enhanced. Continuous vigilance by landowners and Board members 
alike will encourage this very positive trend. 


Don Amstead’s association with the Board is truly an advantage to everyone 
concerned. His availability, long experience in the field of sanitary engineering, 
and friendly style make life a lot easier. Remember, Don is the man to see for all 
percolation tests and for construction or repair of subsurface disposal systems. He 
may also offer helpful suggestions on the most practical approach you might wish 
to take with your system. 


Permits for well drilling and well digging in Town are very helpful to the Board 
indeed, but it is very important that one point be stressed to the contractor; work 
the permit up and have it approved prior to drilling or digging. If the wellis in and 
the distances are off, we have a sure problem. The same steps are also true, of 
course, for septic system permits. Get the permit O.K.'d first! 


Camp inspections will again be conducted by the Board this spring and 
summer. The State’s austerity program still does not permit routine walk- 
throughs by the Department of Environmental Affairs, but they will be available 
on call. A much updated system is scheduled for construction at Camp Kadima 
this season. 


The Board greatly appreciates the continued cooperation of the people of 
Monterey.

At the Special Town Meeting the Town voted to appropriate $5,000.00 to be 
expended by the Highway Department under the direction of the Board of 
Selectmen, $4,750.00 for Town Automotive Insurance, to petition the General 
Court for legislation amending Chapter 629 of the Acts of 1975 so as to elect five 
Board of Appeals members for staggered terms of five years each and have two 
associate members appointed by the Board of Selectmen. The Town voted to 
amend its zoning by-law by adding the following: “Section III-B, 2, (f) .. . (f) 
Non-Municipal Educational or Religious Use. Any non-municipal educational 
use or any religious use is subject to the following regulations: (1) A site plan and 
informational statement must be presented to the permit-granting authority 
before any change of use of land or building or before any construction, 
reconstruction or alteration of any building or structure. The site plan at a scale of 
1” = 40’, prepared by a registered architect, landscape architect, or civil engineer, 
must show existing buildings, road, parking areas, sewer and water lines, 
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drainage systems, water courses, trees over twelve (12) inches in diameter at 
breast height, and any other significant existing man-made or natural features. (2) 
The informational statement shall detail the probable effects of the use on the 
following: (A) Attendance at public schools; (B) Increase in vehicle traffic; (C) 
Changes in the number of legal residents; (D) Increase in municipal service costs; 
(E) Load on public utilities or future demand for them; (F) Public safety, police 
and fire protection; (G) Changes in tax revenue; (H) Changes in surface drainage; 
(I) Increased consumption of water; (J) Increased refuse disposal; (K) Land 
erosion or loss of tree cover; (L) Character of surrounding neighborhood; (M) 
Master plan of the Town; (N) Any pertinent regional plans. (3) Restrictions (A) 
Maximum building height—two (2) stories or thirty-five (35) feet. (B) Maximum 
building coverage—four (4) per cent. (C) Setback—two hundred (200) feet 
buffer surrounding the property to be kept underdeveloped except for entrance 
and exit roadways. (D) Major access roads and major parking areas subject to 
frequent use day or night shall be approved by the Planning Board to meet 
subdivision requirements for safety and health of the community. Major roads 
are to be eighteen (18) feet wide and shall not exceed a seven and one-half per 
cent (74%) grade. (E) Parking areas shall be subject to Section VI-C. (F) Parking 
areas shall be within three hundred (300) feet of the building to be served. The 
Town voted to amend its zoning by-law by eliminating the words “Section 16 and 
17 of” in Section VIII-c, (1) and to adopt Chapter 808 of the Acts of 1975. A 
motion was made to instruct the Planning Board to study the time limits for 
reconstruction of a business in case of disaster. 


At the Special Town Meeting in March the Town voted to appropriate 
$10,000.00 to be expended by the Highway Department under the direction of 
the Board of Selectmen and the sum of $6,500.00 to the Veterans’ Benefits 
Account. 


The Town voted at the Annual Town Meeting to transfer from Free Cash 
$5,000.00 to be held in the stabilization fund, to transfer from overlay surplus 
$3,500.00 to be held in the Reserve Fund, to transfer from State Aid to Public 
Libraries Fund $1,000.00 to the Library Appropriation Account, the sum of 
$26,222.00 for a Special Highway Account, to be reimbursed by the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts the sum of $19,000.00 for a Special Highway 
Account, to transfer from Federal Revenue Sharing Funds the sum of $15,000.00 
for Capital Highway Expenditures and Highway Maintenance expenditures, to 
transfer from the Stabilization Fund $3,470.33 for Schools-Capital costs, to 
transfer from the Stabilization Fund $7,500.00 for the purchase of hose and 
fittings for the Fire Department, $100.00 for painting the fire escape, $556.00 for 
the Berkshire Mental Health Association, $300.00 for the Council on Aging, 
$297.00 for the Help Phone, $300.00 for the Children’s Health Program, $350.00 
for the Great Barrington Police Department, $570.00 for the purchase of a 
Resuscitator, $100.00 to purchase a filing cabinet for Selectmen’s Secretary, 
$200.00 to purchase filing cabinets for Town Clerk, and the Town voted to amend 
Section VI, B. (1) of the Zoning By-laws by substituting for the last sentence: “If 
such a structure is damaged or destroyed by fire, accidental means, or natural 
diseaster, it may be rebuilt after obtaining a building permit from the Board of 
Selectmen, provided: (a) the use of the new building is not changed, (b) the 
capacity is not increased, (c) the external size or height is not increased, and 
further provided that there is on file in the Town offices at the time of the fire, 
accident, or natural disaster, a description of the original building, its uses and 
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and capacity. Otherwise the buiding may be rebuilt only if authorized by special 
permit of the Board of Appeals.”

Chairman, Catherine Mielke, served as a panel member at the September 
Workshop held at Berkshire Community College re all aspects of public water 
management and concerns. 


. Jed Lipsky is a working member of a commission to regulate Forest Manage- 


ment, in particular harvesting practices. 

Fred Vorck and Mat Williams are serving as liason between the Lake Buel 
Association and the Conservation Commission, as well as attending 208 
meetings at the county level. 

Thomas Gillis and Fred Leuchs continue to serve as working members re 
wetland activities, and Tom continues to follow up possibilities for Town 
recreation areas. 

Roger Tryon has been keeping this commission informed re conservation and 
farm management and in particular water and ground pollutants. Roger 
attends many regional and local meetings. 


Wetlands: Wetland Hearings are held as regulated by Public Law. A concerted 
effort is ongoing between all planning groups and regulating commissions to 
keep the public aware of the need for protective conservation.

A major highway project was started last summer on Route 23. Approximately 
one mile of road was reconstructed starting near the Wolfer residence to Hupi 
Road. Our plans are to continue as soon as the weather permits. 

On Blue Hill, near Sheldon Fenn’s property, a wall was removed, some trees 
cut down to widen the road and a culvert installed. A short piece of road was 
graveled and will be resurfaced. 

Route 23 from Monterey Center to Wolfers was black-topped, also a piece on 
the Sandisfield Road after the shoulders were cut. Considerable shoulder work 
was done on Blue Hill and Tyringham Roads as well. 

The usual patching on main highways and scraping and graveling of secondary 
roads was done. There was also cutting of brush and some trees that were 
overhanging the roadway, mainly on Route 23 along Mr. Schweitzer's property 
and on Route 57. Culverts were replaced in various places that were worn out for 
quite some time, and a new one was installed on Beartown Road. Naturally, our 
winter months were spent plowing snow and sanding roads. 

There has been considerable time and money spent on repairing equipment 
used on highways. Presently the Town loader and back-hoe are being 
overhauled. We hope to have them back shortly. 

I thank the Board of Selectmen, the Townspeople and the highway men for 
their cooperation during the year.
